Hanging onto the edge of a sheet of 
ice and with his feet and body 
dang­ 
ling in thirteen feet of icy water

The rescue had all the thrills of an 
up-to-date moving picture story of ad­

and 
hair-brcadth 
escapes. 
Young Jones ventured 
on 
the 
dam 
merely for the fun of testing 
the ice. 
lie walked on a weak 
section, 
which 
gave way beneath his weight. 
As the 
youth shot toward the bottom 
of the 
dam, he flung 
his 
hands 
outward 
grasping the jagged edge of the brok­ 
en ice. The ice surrounding the 
hole 
held. 
Then he began to scream with such 
vigor that the neighborhood rang. No 
companions had accompanied him 
o i 
his trip to the dam. The nearest ho ise 
yvas half a mile distant. 
About 15 minutes after Jones 
had 
fallen into the pond Frank Harne, ac­ 
companied 
by 
his 
brother, 
Albert 
Harne. of Foxville, driving in a 
bug- 
!»v, neared the pond. Harne heard the 
s-reams of the youngster. 
With the assurance of a man 
who 
had daily encountered such incidents, 
Frank Harne quickly released a 
rein 
from the harness of the horse, 
fash­ 
ioned a lasso and yvalked to the edge 
of the dam. 
Cautiously but 
quickly 
the man walked over the 
ice 
toward 
the youth who gave indications of ex 
haustion 
and 
of 
relinquishing 
his 
grasp on the ice. Harne continued un­ 
til the ice threatened to break. 
Then 
he flung out the temporary lasso, cow­ 
boy fashion. It settled over the boy’s 
neck with the first throw. 
The 
rein 
was pulled taut, and with 
a 
sudden 
lunge the youth was 
pulled 
swiftly 
from the water to safety. 
Young Jones was taken to the horn*- 
of his grandmother, Mrs. John Jones, 
a short distance away. While exhay t- 
ed from long exposure in the 
water, 
the youth made a quick red very.

which are due January I, 
1916. 
The 
extension of this act 
continues 
the 
tax upon retail dealers in tobacco, ci­ 
gar and tobacco manufacturers,

Like a snowball rolling down 
hill, 
the gross earnings 
of the 
Western 
.Maryland railway 
increase 
as 
they 
gather momentum. 
To date the mo­ 
mentum is such as 
to show an 
in­ 
crease in gross from June 30 to $972,- 
606 over the corresponding period 
of 
1914. 
In other words, 
for 
the 
five 
months and tw*o u*eeks of the current 
fiscal year an advance close to $1,000,- 
000 in gross is recorded. 
When it 
is 
remembered that this is done by sin­ 
gle track road, much of which is on a 
grade to the Alleghenies, it is consid­ 
ered remarkable. 
It is fair to assume that 
the gross 
for the year 
ending June 
30 
next 
will be about $3,000,000 ahead of the 
preceding year. 
This is 
easily 
cal­ 
culated. 
The figures riven a)*ove ire 
up to Deeemlier 14. 
The 
remaining 
two weeks of this month will, 
taking 
the first two weeks as a 
sample, ap­ 
proximate an increase in the gross of 
easily $90,000. The 
first 
two 
weeks 
of December showed a gain in 
gross 
of $91,047, and with this amount dou­ 
ble for the 
four 
weeks, 
December 
will show a 
gain 
in 
gross 
around 
$182,000, or a total gain in gross 
for 
the first half of the 
fiscal 
year 
of 
about $1,150,000. 
Merely by doubling the last 
given 
figure would make 
the 
year's 
gain 
in gross, higher than $2,300,000, 
this 
of course, on the assumption that the 
ratio of increase will continue as 
in­ 
dicated. It is exacted to do 
materi­ 
ally better 
than 
what 
has 
alreadv 
been attained. There are sure-fire 
in­ 
dications of increase in 
volume 
ton- 
1 age, not merely along lines now 
ex­ 
isting, But within a 
few 
weeks 
th** 
Helens Run spur will be in 
operation, 
t tpping eight of the largest mines in 
the 
Consolidated 
Coal 
Company's 
field in West Virginia, which will con­ 
tribute emphatically to the 
increase 
in gross earnings. 
It is assumed that there will be 
no 
further reduction in expense items by 
the Western Maryland, for 
it 
would 
be impossible to pare down 
further. 
On the other hand, 
it 
is 
felt 
that 
there will lie no Increase 
In 
expense 
items, so that normal 
conditions ’Till 
obtain us to outlay for 
maintenance, 
etc.
